Dear Mr, Tarbox: 


In a conference of this date you heve referred to 
that portion of RSA 181:15 which provides that a peruit for the 
pale of beverage may not be issued to one who has been convicted 
of a folony; and you have inquired if this prohibition extcnds to 
a felony of which the applicant has been pardoned by the Governor 
and Council. (RSA 4321, ct seq.) 


While there have been no judicial opinions bearing 
upon the precise point by the courts of this State, it appears to 
be the general rule thot a full oud usconditional pardon relioves 
the individual from all of the leral consequences in the form of 
disqualification or disabilitics basec on his previous conviction. 
(G7 CJS, Pardons, s. 11). Another authority states the law as 
follows: , 


RAny attermt, in the case of a full pardon, to 
restrict its effect, evon by oxpress terms, so 
as to leave the lezal disabilities of a convic- 
tion resting upon tne convict would be repugnant 
to the grint, and void." S939 Am. Jur., Pardon, 
OtCe, Se Sle 


In view of the foresoing it is our opinion that a 
porson who has been granted an unconditional exccutive panien with 
respect to a conviction of 2clony is not thereafter barred by such 
conviction from eligibility for a license.
